A POVERTY 
TRAP FEAR 


BENEFIT claimants could be 
pushed into poverty because 
of Government welfare 
reforms, Cherwell District 
Council has warned. 

The Conservative-controlled 
authority sounded the warning 
over cuts to housing and council 
tax benefit and an overall cap 
on all benefits. 

It is now looking to put aside 
£150,000 to help struggling 
families with small grants for 
everyday essentials. 

Housing association tenants 
face a housing benefit cut if their 
home is judged too big, while 
all benefits will be capped at 
£26,000 a year. 

And the council has had its 
funding for council tax benefit 
cut by ten per cent, known as 
the council tax reduction 
scheme. 

A report by a council officer 
says the Government wants to 
"ensure people are better off in 
work". 

It goes on: "However, our 
analysis shows that there is a 
large correlation between those 
households likely to be 
impacted by welfare reform and 
those hit by the council tax 
reduction scheme. 

"The combined effect could 
push more people into poverty 
and homelessness. 

"They would then turn to the 
council for help." 

The number of district 
housing benefit claimants rose 
from 5,760 in November 2009 
to 7,720 in August, 2012. 

Meanwhile, council tax 
benefit claimants went up from 
a figure of 7,710 in November 
2009 to 8,160 last year. 

Cherwell's finance chief, Ken 
Atack, said of the £150,000 
fund: "It may be their washing 
machine has broken down. If 
you have a family with four or

five kids, then that becomes a 
crisis. If we don't put something 
in to cover such expenses, we 
would look rather silly if things 
do hit hard." 

Housing benefit has already 
undergone major changes. 

Payouts were cut in 2011 so 
30 per cent, instead of 50 per 
cent, of rents would be fully 
covered by the benefit. Five- 
bedroom homes were also 
disallowed. 

A "bedroom tax" will be 
introduced this April, which will 
cut benefits by up to 25 per 
cent for tenants with "extra" 
bedrooms. 

Labour group leader Patrick 


Cartledge said: "The council is 
going to see a lot more 
homeless people. 

"These changes will mean 
people are not going to be able 
to afford the rents they are 
paying. 

"We have to reduce the 
benefits bill, there is no doubt 
about that, but the housing 
benefit problem is, in my 
opinion, down to the private 
rented sector." 

Private rents should be 
capped by Government to cut 
back on people relying on 
housing benefit to make ends 
meet, he said. 

The council's warning came 
as it prepared to agree its 
budget for the next financial 
year. 


Government cash support 
will fall from about £7.6m to 
£7.2m - that is a 5.4 per cent 
reduction - while the following 
year it will be 15 per cent less. 

Yet the council has pledged 
to freeze its part of the council 
tax - which amounts to about 
ten per cent of each 
homeowner's bill - for 12 
months starting in April. 

A Government spokesman for 
the Communities and Local 
Government department said it 
had given the council £203,354 
to support residents. 

A spokesman said: "Our 
reforms restore fairness to a 
system that had spiralled out of 
control."

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Hanwell homes scheme would 'stand out like a sore thumb' 


A LONG-AWAITED plan to build 350 
homes in north Banbury has been 
submitted. 

Pegasus Planning Group has applied 
for the homes on land north of 
Hanwell Fields, off Warwick Road, to 
Cherwell District Council. 

The council has earmarked the land 
for up to 400 homes in its draft Local 
Plan - a policy blueprint for future 
developments over the coming two 
decades. 

The firm said the land, north of 


Dukes Meadow Drive, would help the 
council meet a Government housing 
target. All councils must maintain a 
supply of "deliverable houses" for the 
next five years, but Pegasus said this 
was just 3.1 years in Banbury. 

The firm said the plan would be a 
"significant boost in the supply of 
deliverable housing land" and would 
"complement the local economy". 

The site, which is accessed from 
Warwick Road, benefits from nearby 
jobs, schools and shops, it said. 


Hanwell Fields Development Action 
Group, a residents' group opposed to 
the plan, said the application came as 
"no surprise". 

Chairman Malcolm Finch said 
homes built there would "stand out 
like a sore thumb, dominating the 
view from both from the town and 
south from the village of Hanwell". 

Dukes Meadow Drive is "already 
overused", he added. 

He also hit out at plans for an 
unspecified number of new sports 


pitches at the site. He said: "As we 
move forward with an ageing 
population, we do not want more 
sports pitches. There are more than 
enough." 

Pegasus is seeking outline 
permission for the principle of the 
scheme and would need further 
permission for its detailed design. 

The draft Local Plan proposes 3,369 
homes for the Banbury area, including 
400 west of Bretch Hill and 800 off 
Southam Road.

Muslim leader 
in planning bid 
for new mosque 
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The former shop in Hitchmans Mews, West Street

A MOSQUE could be on 
its way to Chipping 
Norton. Tahirul Hasan, a 
Conservative member of 
Chipping Norton Town 
Council, hopes to 
convert a former shop in 
Hitchmans Mews, West 
Street, into a mosque. 

The town's 30-strong 
muslim community 
currently worships in the 
Town Hall on Fridays, but 
Mr Hasan said it was not a 
sacred enough place for 
prayer. 

The father-of-three said: 
"We need a permanent 
place and we need a place 
where there is no drinking 
or dancing, only peaceful 
prayer. 

"We hope the new 
mosque will be a more 
sacred place." 

If planning permission is 
granted, the new mosque 
will open between sunrise 
and one hour after sunset 
for prayers five times a day. 

Mr Hasan said he did not 
plan to hold religious 
teaching and said the 
mosque would only be open 
for about ten minutes at a 
time for the prayers. 

The 46-year-old added: "I 
have lived in Chipping 
Norton for 24 years and our 
group of muslims had to go 
to Banbury for their prayer. 

"So, one day seven years 


ago, I decided to start Friday 
prayer and, after looking at 
every venue in the town, I 
found a place in the town 
hall." 

The group now receives 
muslims from Moreton-in- 
Marsh, Woodstock and 
Witney and has up to 50 
worshippers at a time. 

Two years ago, Mr Hasan 
also started a Friday prayer 
group at Chipping Norton 
School for its eight muslim 
students. 

Mr Hasan said it was 
important Chipping Norton 
had a mosque so that the 


next generation of muslims 
did not lose touch with their 
identity. 

He said: "Our children do 
not know what a mosque is 
because they have never 
seen one." 

Canon Steve Weston, 
Team, rector of the Chipping 
Norton Benefice, said: "I 
think a mosque would fit in 
with Chipping Norton. 

"We have a very tolerant 
community." 

The district council will 
decide on the change of use 
planning application on a 
date yet to be set.

Train firm cuts price 
rise after an outcry 



Chiltern Railways has reduced its originally proposed fare increases 


CHILTERN Railways has 
cut a controversial 9.2 
per cent rise in season 
tickets following an out¬ 
cry. 

The firm said it cut the 
increase to six per cent 
from Banbury and eight per 
cent from Bicester following 
public concern. 

A 12-month season ticket 
from Banbury to London 
Marylebone was to rise 
from £5,476 to £5,976, it 
was announced on 
December 6. 

But it revised increases 
before new fares came in 
on January 1 and the 
Banbury season ticket is 
now £5,800. 

The Bicester 12-month 
season ticket is £5,140 
instead of the planned 9.2 
per cent increase to £5,196. 

But First Great Western 
pressed ahead with a 4.2 
per cent increase for 
London Paddington trains 
from Oxford and Didcot,

boosting an annual ticket 
from £4,348 to £4,532. 

Chiltern commercial 
director Thomas Ableman 
said: "In recognition of the 
strength of feeling, we have 
made changes to the 
planned increases." 

He said: "We would 
much prefer not to increase 
any fares but the funding 
model for the rail industry 
is set by Government and 
we follow this in line with 
our franchise requirements." 

Operators were allowed 
to increase regulated fares 
across their network by 4.2 
per cent in the Chancellor's 
autumn statement. 

But firms could vary indi¬ 
vidual fares from -0.8 per 
cent to 9.2 per cent as long 
as the average rise was 4.2 
per cent. 

Cherwell Rail Users 
Group chairman Chris 


Bates said: "We welcome 
their reaction to a rip-off 
pricing increase but it is 
still two per cent above the 


Government required 4.2 
per cent." 

Oxford East Labour MP 
Andrew Smith said: "They 


are excessive to say the 
least at a time when a lot of 
people are on frozen or 
even reduced income." 


Survey reveals 
patients' high 
praise for GPs 

SATISFACTION with GP surgeries in 
Oxfordshire is above the national average, a 
Government survey has found. 

The Department of Health’s GP Patient 
Survey showed 96 per cent of those 
questioned had either a “good” or “very good” 
experience with their surgery. 

Of the 11,712 people quizzed in Oxfordshire, 
5,883 said they had a “very good” experience 
and 4,668 said they had a “good” experience. 

The survey, which ran between January and 
September, found the national average was 82 
per cent. 

It also found 70 per cent (8,104 of 11,589) of 
Oxfordshire respondents had confidence and 
trust in their GP, compared to 65 per cent 
nationally. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning Group 
chief clinical officer Stephen Richards, said: 
“The patient survey is a well-respected 
indicator of how GP surgeries are performing. 

I am delighted to see that Oxfordshire is rated 
so highly across the board. 

“It also helps us to see how our patients’ 
expectations of the service we provide are 
changing and what areas would benefit from 
improvement. 

“Questions around opening times show that 
74 per cent of patients would like Saturday 
appointments, for example, and also that 
whilst currently only four per cent of people 
book appointments online, 36 per cent would 
prefer to do so using the Internet.” 

The group hopes to take these ideas 
forward to the NHS Commissioning Board, 
which is responsible for GP services.

The Planning Inspectorate upheld Cherwell 
District Council's decision to refuse the 
plan for Snakehill Lane. Inspector Jane 
Miles said: "The proposed development 
would unacceptably diminish the existing 
and relatively spacious character of this 
edge of village location."

Xavier Ayub, 14, of Adderbury, 
was shortlisted as a finalist in the Wicked 
Young Writers Awards.

Infection report 

■ NO new cases of Chalara dieback have 
been found in Oxfordshire, the Forestry 
Commission has said. In November the 
county's first case was confirmed at the 
Kingsmere development outside Bicester. 

It led to more than 300 ash trees, which 
had been imported from Holland, being 
destroyed after 60 of them were found to 
be infected. But since then no further 
infected ash trees have been found.

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Academy to press for the sale of playing field for homes 


A HEADTEACHER is to visit 
sporting bosses in a bid to convince 
them to back plans to sell part of 
her school's playing field for 
houses. 

Banbury Academy - formerly 
Banbury School - wants to sell part 
of the site for 50 homes to pay for 
new sporting facilities. 

But Sport England objected to 
the plan, which was withdrawn 
before councillors were set to make 
a decision last September. 

Principal Fiona Hammans said: 
"The plan hasn't changed. There is 


nothing we should change in it. We 
know what we want. 

"It is such a small bit of playing 
field. And they won't know that 
unless they look beyond the first 
page. We have another 13 acres of 
playing field. 

"I hope we will be able to 
persuade them that our plan is not 
outrageous." 

The scheme was withdrawn as 
the school was not confident it 
would get permission without Sport 
England's support, she said. 

Sport England said it was "not 


fully convinced" by the school's 
arguments that there would be 
enough playing pitches in Banbury. 

The new homes would be near 
the former Stanbridge Hall and 
Springfield Avenue. 

The £750,000 proceeds from the 
sale would have paid for an all- 
weather pitch and sports hall 
extension. 

A 164-signature petition and six 
residents' letters opposed the plan, 
with concerns over extra noise, 
light, traffic and the loss of the 
field.

Academy principal Fiona Hammans said: "We 
had our own Strictly Come Banbury a couple of 
years ago and Martin was the best dancer by far. 

"He has had success as a dancer but is a 
fantastic teacher too.

The students don't have 
preconceptions about what the teachers do."

PASSERS-BY tried desperately to save 
an 85-year-old man, who died after 
the car he was travelling in was hit by 
a freight train on a level crossing. 

The death of Tom Pizzey was said to 
have robbed Oxfordshire of a kind, 
gentle and generous man. 

Those are the words of his family after 
the pensioner was killed at the Sandy 
Lane level crossing, nearYarnton. 

British Transport Police thanked 
members of the public who tried in vain 
to save Mr Pizzey on Wednesday of last 
week. 

The 78-year-old driver of the car was 
left with relatively minor injuries after 
the crash but was still taken to hospital. 

Mr Pizzey's niece, Linda Mogford, 
said:"My uncle Tom was a kind, 
generous and gentle man and this 
incident has come as a great shock to 
all the family. 

"We would like to thank everyone for 
their kind messages of support at this 
very difficult and sad time and extend 
our sympathies to those who knew Tom 
in Banbury. 

"He will be greatly missed by his 
family and those who loved him." 

The incident happened on the Sandy 
Lane line, between Yarnton and 
Kidlington, just before 3.40pm on 
Wednesday of last week, when a 
Freightliner train carrying shipping 
containers hit the blue Renault Kangoo. 

Investigators examined the wreckage 
of the car and the mechanics of the half 
barrier crossing, but have yet to 
determine what caused the crash. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Simon Taylor said: "Detectives will be 
working tirelessly to establish the full 
circumstances into exactly what took 
place, including how the car came to 
be on the tracks." 

Network Rail insisted the crossing 
barrier was safe prior to the crash, 
despite claims from residents that the 
barrier was frequently stuck down. 

It also emerged that Kidlington police 
had assisted at the crossing several

times in the last few months. 

Local resident Wayne Tilling, said 
problems at the crossing had begun in 
November. 

Mr Tilling, 42, said: "There was 
definitely a safety issue there, with the 
barriers staying down. 

"I've been using that crossing for years 
and the barriers were definitely down 
longer than they used to be. 

"I live near there and have seen 
drivers flagging others down to tell them 
that the crossing was stuck, and police 
have been out. 

"I have contacted the signalman 
myself four or five times, having gone 
down there and found the barriers 
stuck." 

He added he had seen drivers try to 
manoeuvre around the barriers - 
because they were down so long. 

But Network Rail spokesman Sam 
Kelly said the crossing was working 
correctly. 

She added: "Currently, we have no 
plans to install full barriers at this 
crossing. But reviewing safety at level 
crossings is an ongoing process. 

"There have been three recorded 
incidents of misuse at the crossing and 
two near misses since April 2009. 

"In comparison to other crossings this 
is very low." 

But the organisation refused to give 
comparative figures for other level 
crossings in the area. 

Thames Valley Police spokesman 
Rhianne Pope said the Kidlington 
Neighbourhood Team had attended the 
crossing to assist "a handful" of times 
recently to help out, but no further 
details were available. 

A purpose-built speed camera van, 
designed to catch drivers attempting to 
beat the warning barriers, was due to be 
used at the crossing, but British 
Transport Police said it had not yet 
visited the site.

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Fiddler foursome take a bow

HEN fiddle player 
Bella Hardy was 
asked if she wanted 
to join forces with 
three other 
formidable folk musicians and form 
a group, she didn't think twice. 

The artists in question happened to 
be among the best of the new crop of 
artists and, more importantly, they 
sounded amazing together. 

What neither she, nor the 
musician Kathryn Ti eke 11 whose idea 
it was, had realised, however, was 
that they had a lot more in common 
than simply a love of folk music. For 
a start they were all women, they all 
played the fiddle and all sang. 

What was initially intended to be 
just a pair of concerts has proved 
enduring. She and her bandmates: 
double Mercury Prize nominee Eliza 
Carthy; haunting singer-songwriter 
Lucy Farrell and Scottish folk pioneer 
Kate Young; have bonded as probably 
the hottest sounding girl band you'll 
hear all year. 

"We are called the Fiddle Girls, for 
obvious reasons," laughs Bella, 
speaking from the wilds of Cumbria, 
where she has been recording. 

"We were commissioned as just a 
random bunch of folk girls; but what 
they didn't realise was we were also 
all fiddle players and singers. None 
of us had played together, though. 

"We ended up doing 10 songs 
together; all stuff we'd never done 
before. Until we got into a room and 
played together we didn't know how 
much fun it would be. We knew it 
would be a shame not to do more 
and we thought it would be daft not 
to record a record." 

Arwen Arabella Hardy sums up all 
that is exciting about the folk scene 
right now. An acclaimed multi¬ 
instrumentalist, she is immersed in 
the rich communal singing tradition 
of her native Derbyshire Peak

District; the same musical culture 
which nurtured that other great 
Pennine folk star, South Yorkshire's 
Kate Rusby. 

A finalist in the BBC Young Folk 
Awards in 2004, Bella's debut solo 
album Night Visiting again pricked up 
the ears of folkies three years later. 
Her subtle blend of traditional and 
original music has seen her 
nominated four times in the BBC 
Radio 2 Folk Awards - and winning 
the Best Original Song Award in 
2012 for The Herring Girl. 

But while she may be a talented a 
solo performer, it is the prospect of 
playing with her three bandmates - 
and the forthcoming release of the 
Fiddle Girls' debut album Laylam, 
which is making her most excited. 
And for good reason. 

"We are all so miserable and as 
boring as hell, she says 
mischievously, adding: "Not really... 
but we are slightly eccentric ladies; 
we are an absolute hoot!" 

So with all that talent in one band, 
is there pressure to outperform each 
other? "Not at all," says Bella, who 
describes herself as being in her early 
20s. "We have nothing to hide. As a 
musician you have to learn early on 
that you can't compare yourselves to 
other people otherwise you'd go 
mad. So none of us do; we are not in 
competition. 

"We are all quite different people 
but when we are together there's a 
whole cacophony of ideas that come 
together - and that is more 
interesting than being on our own. 
This is a whole different take on what 
I would normally do and it's so good 
for everybody to have the audience 
respond to songs so enthusiastically. 
We are not preaching to the 
converted.
